SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


The preceding report has been compiled for your in- 
formation and judgement and is correct to the best of our 
knowledge and belief. 


The cost of operation of the school increased somewhat 
over the budget in some departments due to the unforeseen 
increase in enrollment. About 17 new pupils desks were 
purchased along with 1 new teachers’ desk and 2 chairs. 
Some additional text books had to be purchased to accomo- 
date the new pupils. 


The cost of transportation is expected to rise slightly 
due to the longer routes, caused by new residents and public 
pressure for more service. 


Ay, 


Repairs accomplished during the fiscal year 1955-56 
and thus far during the current fiscal year 1956-57 are as 
follows: 


(a) Repainting of Rooms 1 and 2. 
(b) Installation of new curtains in Room 1. 


(c) Recovering of floors in 4 toilets and hot lunch 
kitchen. 


(d) Installation of new drinking fountains in Rooms 
EAS EAL, 


(e) Re-planking of bridge to school. 
(f) Installation of new roof over kitchen. 
(g) Installation of new hot water heating unit. 


The itemized cost of some of these repairs will not show 
until the next annual report covering the current fiscal year 
1956-57. 


The sharp increase in the outlay for high school tuition 
is caused by an estimated increase in enrollment for 1957-58 
of 10 pupils coupled with the increased tuition fee of $330.00 
for Spaulding High School students. The budget figure in- 
cludes the full cost of high school tuition, as the school board 
feels strongly that it should. 


The budget figure for teachers’ salaries has been in- 
creased to cover the proposed legislation regarding minimum 
wage laws for teachers. If the proposed legislation is de- 
feated, we will still be forced to grant substantial wage in- 
creases to maintain an adequate teaching staff. Our present 
salary scale being near or below the state average, and with 
serious teacher shortages facing the State, we can ill afford 
to underestimate the situation. 


We, again, wish to express our appreciation, to the 
school district and to the Parent-Teacher Association for the 
fine support of the school program.

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The Stanford Achievement Tests, instituted . several 
years ago, have been continued this year in all grades with 
the use of an additional form of the same test. New spell- 
ing books have been purchased for grades two through eight, 
replacing a series published over fifteen years ago. We 
found it necessary, also, to provide some additional text- 
books due to increased enrollment in the school. To promote 
the teaching of science, we have provided a “science kit” 
of materials for simple experiments in the upper grades. 


The school board, it seems to me, should be commended 
for its program of improvement of the school plant and 
equipment. An annual expenditure for improvements means 
an even yearly distribution of the cost to the taxpayers, and 
less liklhood of a large expense in later years. 


Below is a table of comparison of school costs, cover- 
ing a five-year period for the school year, July to July. 
These cost figures do not include the $1,000 bond payment 
each year.

(1) Provision by the voters of enough tax money to 
make it possible to run a good school and to furnish 
full high school tuition. 


(2) Wise and careful planning on the part of the School 
board and superintendent, to get the most out of 
available funds. 


(8) An active community organization such as the 
Washington Village Parent-Teacher Association to 
lend its support to major projects such as the lunch 
program, and to furnish direct contact between 
the school and the community. 


(4) Last, but by no means least, the cooperation and 
continous efforts of the teaching staff to do just 
the best possible for each individual child. 
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These elements I feel have been effective in the Wash- 
ington Town School District, this past year. We all hope 
that the same type of school support will be forthcoming 
during the coming year.

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REPORT OF STATE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


During the year ending December 31, 1956, 51 visits 
were made in behalf of the residents of Washington. These 
visits were concerned with the communicable disease and 
Se health services offered by the State Department 
O ealth. 


Among the services rendered were three infant and 
preschool conferences with a total of 19 children receiving 
physical examinations. The immunization given was 3 
Smallpox vaccinations; 12 Diphtheria-Tetanus-Whooping 
Cough; and 5 Diphtheria-Tetanus. 


The school health conference requested by the school 
board this fall was not held due to the inability to secure the 
services of a physician. 


Salk Polio Vaccine clinics were held and 213 shots were 
given; with 42 children having received the prescribed three 
shots of vaccine. Salk polio vaccine is available through 
state sponsored clinics or at physicians’ offices. 


Under the communicable disease program, clinics were 
conducted for chest x-rays without cost for persons referred 
by their family physician. 


The public health nurse assisted with referrals to state, 
voluntary, social, and health agencies. 

The above programs were carried out through the in- 
terest and cooperation of physicians, nurses, official, and 
voluntary groups in the community.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


The preceding report has been compiled for your in- 
formation and judgment and is correct to the best of our 
knowledge and belief. 


The small increase in cash on hand as of December 31, 
1957 is more apparent than real because all teachers’ salaries 
have been stretched out to a 12-month payment basis in- 
stead of the customary 10-month basis. 


The cost of repairs exceeded the budget figure this 
year due to unforeseen derangements and the following 
was accomplished: 


(a) Replaced water pipe from water main to brook. 
(b) Repainted Room 3, 

(c) Replaced loose plaster and painted stairwells. 
(d) Painted blackboards and refinished floors. 


(e) Removed 2 unused windows in Room 2 and accom- 
plished numerous other small repairs to conserve 
heat, 


(f) Installed electrical outlet in Room 1 to facilitate 
use of visual aids equipment. 


(g) Installed additional shelves in Room 2. 
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The cost of high school tuition is still rising and al- 
though no increase in enrollment is foreseen for the year 
1958-59, the tuition rate per pupil is increasing to $425.00 
for Spaulding students. 


Teachers’ salaries will have to be raised considerably 
to comply with the minimum salary scales set by state law 
in the last legislature. 


The above two increases alone would account for more 
than the proposed rise in the tax rate but by economizing 
where possible, the board feels that it may make ends meet 
with the tax rate of $5.81 on the present grand list for the 
school year 1958-59. 


The school board has come to realize the dire need for 
a serious study of the school’s requirements in the very 
near future and has decided to instigate the formation of 
a school study group to accomplish this purpose. 


The enrollment in the first four grades already far ex- 
ceeds the maximum allowable for efficient instruction and 
grades 5 through 8 will experience the same predicament 
within 3 years at the present rate of increase. At the pres- 
ent time, even the hallways are being utilized to the maxi- 
mum which is not a healthy situation. 


The Board believes that by electing a school study group 
to gather all the facts and propose possible remedies for 
your consideration and good judgment now may prevent 
a costly and ill-conceived crash program in the near future. 


It is understandable that many members of the school 
district are smarting from the tax squeeze, but in the light 
of recent International developments, progress in our edu- 
cational system may well be the most economical alterna- 
tive to annihilation, 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation for, and 
solicit, the continued fine support of the school program 
by the school district and the Parent-Teachers Association.

Therefore, we thought best to administer the 
Otis Quick-Scoring Mental Ability Test to all pupils this 
year. This was in addition to the achievement tests which 
we give every year in November. The first tests the pupil’s 
ability to do school work, the second his progress in his 
school work, Parents are invited to confer with the teach- 
ers regarding the results of these tests, and the general pro- 
gress of their children. 


Along the line of textbooks, we decided to continue the 
purchase of new reading material beyond grade one, through 
grade four. Also, new geography books were purchased 
for grade four, 


The following table of school costs is required by law 
in this report. It covers the school year from July first to 
June 30, for the past five years. The totals do not include 
payments on school bonds, only current expenses.

With the new salary law in effect, teachers with ten 
or more years of experience, throughout the state may expect 
an increase of three hundred dollars for next year. This is 
also true of the teachers in Washington, who will receive 
this increase next year, which they so richly deserve. 


Tuition at Spaulding High School has been increased for 
the next school year, from $329.10 per pupil to $425. This 
is an increase of over $95 per student. 
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~~ Touching briefly on our physical facilities, a long-range 
view for Washington might include expanding the school 
plant. We know that our recreation, physical education, and 
auditorium facilities are sadly lacking, when compared with 
other schools. A combination gymnasium and auditorium, 
which could also be used for a school cafeteria, would greatly 
improve the all-round efficiency of the school, as well as fur- 
nishing broader possibilities for the PTA and other adult 
groups. We.hope that the town will give careful considera- 
tion to such a proposal. 


, Honors again to the PTA which so ably functions in 
its role of liason between school and home! We should 
all give our heartiest support to this organization which, 
among other projects, sponsors the school lunch program. 
I believe we should also remember to appreciate the time 
and effort given by the school board in the management of 
the schools, and in the solution of the many problems which 
arise. 


The support of the taxpayers is much appreciated. We 
shall need this support more than ever this coming year.

This is the twenty-second annual report which I have 
made to the citizens of Washington regarding State pay- 
-ment in your municipality of various types of assistance 
and welfare during 1957. The support and cooperation of 
town officers and people generally over this long period is 
gratefully acknowledged. We have some measure of re- 
sponsibility for 12,000 individuals and annually spend about 
six million dollars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs has 
not changed substantially for several years. Due to the 
extension of Social Security, the number receiving Old Age 
Assistance has declined but those receiving Aid to the Per- 
manently and Totally Disabled have increased. Supplemen- 
tation of inadequate amounts of Social Security benefits is 
an increasing role of Public Assistance. Towns and cities 
participate financially in two of the programs as indicated 
below. Administrative expenses for the four types of Public 
Assistance have always been among the lowest in the 
nation. In one state the recipient receives less than eighty- 
two cents out of the assistance dollar. In Vermont the 
recipient received ninety-six cents.
